Some Effects of Abortion 

Listed here are some of the signs that a 
woman may have after experiencing an 
abortion. 

Uncontrolled crying, guilt, obsessions with 
babies, loss of interest in regular activities, 
nightmares, regret or remorse, hatred for any- 
one involved with the abortion or the decision 
to have the abortion, withdrawal from relation 
ships, avoidance of children, avoidance or 
denial of feelings associated with the abor- 
tion, restricted range of loving or tender 
feelings, a sense of having an unsuccessful 
life, drug or alcohol abuse, suicidal acts or 
thoughts, smoking cigarettes, eating disor- 
ders, decreased ability to bond with children 
born after the abortion, difficulty forming 
lasting bonds with a male partner, low self- 
esteem, anger and rage, helplessness, and 
an increase in the ability to abort again. 

If you or someone you know shows these 
symptoms in any combination, seek a Crisis 
Pregnancy Center (CPC) or seek help from 
a pastor. Counselor, or Health Professional 
as soon as possible. If you don't know of 
a center near you, look in the phone book 
under "Abortion alternatives". Listed below 
are CPC's in the State of New Jersey:
